Sir: — On  behalf  of  tlie  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  a  state- 
2nent  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  ending  with  the 
first  of  October,  1876. 

This  Hospital,  though  under  one  general  management,  as  you 
are  aware,  is  conii)osed  of  two  departments,  distinct  in  their  fields  of 
operation  ;  each  of  which  recpiires  an  annual  report  according  to 
the  charter;  and  to  that  department  more  especially  under  ^our 
supervision  I  will  first  refer,  viz  : 

THE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE   INSANE  AT  DIXMONT. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  1875,  there  were  491  patients  in  this 
dei)artment  of  the  Institution  ;  since  that  time  193  have  been  ad- 
mitted, nuiking  tlie  total  numlxu'  under  treatment  for  the  3'car,  (584  ; 
of  these  202  have  been  discharged  or  died,  and  there  remained  iu 
the  Hospital  on  Decend^er  1st,  1876,2(58  males  and  214  females: 
in  all  482.  The  aveiage  mimber  during  the  year  was  500;  the 
liighest  number  was  514,  and  the  lowest  was  482.  One  hun<lred 
and  forty-eight,  of  those  admitted  during  the  3'ear,  were  committed 
by  the  Public  Authorities,  and  fort3-five  by  their  friends.  Of  the 
number  under  treatment,  74  were  restored  ;  52  were  imi)roved  ;  30 
were  unimproved ;  and  46  died  :  103  were  jnales  and  99  females. 
Since  the  opening  of  tlie  Hospital,  in  1856,  three  thousand  one  bun- 
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dred  and  seventy-four  patients  have  been  under  treatment;  and  of 
this  number  one  thousand  and  sixteen  have  been  restored,  and 
seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  have  1>een  much  improved.  For  the 
causes  of  death,  as  wi-ll  as  nil  matters  pertaining  to  the  history  of 
the  i)atients  and  also  the  snnitary  and  economical  working  of  the 
Institution,  I  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, I)r  J.  A.  Meed. 

Notwithstanding  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Hospital, 
no  "  State  Patient "  lias  ever  been  denied  admission,  and  the  indi- 
gent insane  have  the  same  care  and  kindness  extended  to  them  as  is 
bestowed  to  those  patients  in  more  fortunate  circumstances.  Thus 
the  primary  object  in  the  establishment  of  this  Institution,  as  well 
as  the  ecpially  humane  purposes  of  the  State,  are  fully  carried  out. 

The  failure  to  obtain  the  State  Appropriation  of  1875,  acci- 
dentally lost,  was  very  embarrassing ;  but  the  promptness  of  its 
restoration  and  passage  b}^  the  next  legislative  body,  as  well  as  the 
passage  of  the  Act  to  supply  the  means  to  carry  on  the  Institution 
for  the  present  year,  merits  the  grateful  acknowledgment  of  our 
Board  of  Managers.  We  have  undertaken  the  responsible  task  of 
aiding  the  Commonwealth  ])y  a  co-operation  in  its  philanthropic 
work,  in  caring  for  the  insane  poor.  To  this  the  Executive  Committee 
of  our  Board  devote  one  day  in  each  week,  traveling  fourteen  miles, 
without  seeking  any  other  reward  than  comes  from  the  approval  of 
a  good  conscience.  The  members  of  the  Connnittee  are  full}-  im- 
pressed with  the  obligation  to  perform  the  duties  which  they  liave 
assumed.  Among  these,  is  a  vigilant  watchfulness  over  the  general 
business  of  the  Hospital;  having  always  a  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tion of  its  linances;  examining  bills  and  accounts,  and  drawing' 
warrants  for  all  expenditures  of  mone}';  inspecting  and  directing 
the  needful  operations  of  the  establishment,  such  as  engineering, 
building,  repairing,  etc.;  and  not  least,  consulting  and  advising  with 
the  Superintendent,  and  lessening,  b}'^  sympathy  and  cheering  words, 
the  many  cares  and  troubles  incident  to  his  onerous  oflice,  which 
only  those  acquainted  with  its  responsibilities  can  readily  estimate 

In  taking  a  retrospective  glance  over  the  past  year's  operations, 
it  is  encouraging  to  see  so  much  that  is  permanent  and  satisfactory. 
I  will  state  some  of  the  work  that  has  been  done: 

The  Land  Slide  we  coiifulently  trust  will  give  us  no  future 
trouble.  It  has  certainly  been  a  long  and  wearisome  cause  of  un- 
easiness.    Thanks   to  the   State  for   the   liberal  aid,  so  promptly 


given,  ])y  whicli  the  niptmcd  lull-side,  which  menaced  the  costly 
building,  has  been  removed.  It  wears  now  the  aspect  of  stability. 
During  the  past  year  about  15,000  cubic  yards  of  this  unsettled 
slope  has  l»een  excavated  and  carried  away.  The  laborious  work 
is  done.  It  is  now  being  prepared  for  garden  puiijoses  ;  and  when 
the  means  of  the  Institution  will  afford  the  expenditure,  the  sur- 
face of  the  land  will  be  renderetl  more  sightly  and  ornamental. 
The  Culvert  on  the  Eastern  boundary  of  our  property  has  been 
lengthened  22  feet,  which  took  50^  perches  of  stone.  This  was 
necessary  from  the  great  depth  of  the  ravine,  which  was  the  de- 
pository of  the  mass  of  earth  removed  from  the  hill,  and  which  re- 
(luired  a  more  extended  base.  The  future  carriage  way  from  Pitts- 
burgh to  the  Hospital  will  be  across  this  ravine,  thus  filled  to  a  level. 
Much  work  has  been  done  to  the  roads  and  side-walks.  The  road 
behind  the  building  has  been  paved  with  block  stone  and  macadam- 
ized, and  the  side-walks  flagged.  The  arches  of  the  tunnels  leading 
from  the  West  end  of  the  building  to  the  laundry  have  been  in  a 
great  measure  rebuilt;  the  elevation  increased  ;  and  pavement  sky- 
lights introduced.  I  especially  note  a  work  of  some-  magnitude 
done  within  the  j'car,  yet  now  entirely  hidden  from  sight — a  work 
tliat  recjuired  some  skill  and  more  labor.  In  front  of  the  main 
building  there  wei'e  spongy  spots,  and  occasional  sinkings  of  the 
roadbed,  evidently  caused  by  pent-up  water  that  oozed  through  the 
soil,  and  was  supposed  to  proceed  from  small  springs,  or  imperfect 
drainage,  and  only  vexatious  from  the  injury  done  to  the  roads. 
Our  experience  with  the  slides,  however,  forbade  procrastination. 
Six  trenches  were  dug,  at  right-angles  with  the  building,  each  80  feet 
in  length,  maximum  depth  18  feet,  and  six  feet  in  width.  The  sides 
of  the  cuts  were  retained  b}'  logs,  and  the  openings  filled  with 
stone,  which  took  2,482  perches.  The  springs  were  thus  tapped, 
and  the  water  now  flows  into  culverts,  or  passes  oM"  on  the  surface. 
The  work  is  permanent  and  etlicacious.  The  laundry  has  been  en 
larged,  and  thoroughly  repaired  and  improved.  A  new  Shaker 
washing  machine  and  a  centrifugal  wringer  have  been  obtained;  a 
new  drying-room  with  hot  blast  attached  ;  a  laundry  bath-room  with 
closet;  a  fire-proof  stove-room  for  heating  irons  constructed;  a 
steam  elevator  for  hoisting  from  first  to  second  stor^',  with  new 
ironing  tables,  etc.,  introduced  ;  and  there  is  also  added  a  separate 
sleeping-room  for  the  fireman.  Tin-  whole  cost,  when  completed, 
will  be  near  $8,000.  The  Harn  has  had  an  addition  built  of  72  by 
32  feet,  and  two  stories  high;  giving  room  for  ten  horses  and 
storage  for  a  large  quantity  of  hay.  The  (piantity  of  stone  re- 
([uired   was    130   perches.     It  cost   aV)OUt  $1,500.     The  new  Work- 
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shop  is  a  substantial  building  of  good  appearance,  and  is  nearly 
finishod.  It  is  built  of  brick  with  cut  stone  facings,  and  slate  roof, 
and  is  two  stories  \uii;\i.  Its  area  is  52  b^'  24^  feet ;  and  it  contains, 
among  other  needed  conveniences,  a  fire-proof  Mortuary  Vault.  Its 
basement  took  291  perches  of  stone.  Its  cost  will  be  about  $4,000. 
A  new  fountain  has  been  erected  in  front  of  the  male  wards.  Nine 
elegant  lamp  i)osts  have  l)een  placed  at  convenient  distances  around 
the  building,  lighting  with  gas  the  entire  premises.  Board  walks 
from  the  station  have  been  rebuilt  with  new  timber.  One  hundred 
and  thirty  panels  of  paling  fence  have  been  erected  along  the  State 
road  in  front  of  the  propert}- ;  also  fifty  panels  of  board  fence 
erected  on  the  boundar}-^  line,  with  materials  ready  for  fifty  panels 
more.  A  large  number  of  fruit,  shade  trees,  and  evergreens  have 
been  planted,  and  in  the  garden  8,000  asparagus  plants  put 
out,  and  also  an  acre  of  strawberry  plants.  Indeed  the  work 
done  within  tlie  3'ear  in  this  line  is  evidence  of  thorougii  activity, 
if  any  was  needed.  Within  the  Building  a  new  floor  has  been 
laid  over  the  centre  hall  of  walnut  and  yellow  pine  alternating. 
In  the  third  and  fourth  floors  bath  rooms  and  closets  have  been 
constructed,  for  tlie  use  of  the  emploj'ees.  The  Amusement  Hall 
has  been  beautifully  frescoed ;  and  throughout  the  building  the 
walls  re-tinted  and  papei*ed  wherever  needed.  A  number  of  the 
Wards  have  been  re-carpeted,  and  much  of  the  furniture  renewed. 
While  I  write,  a  new  tank  for  storage  of  gas  is  in  process  of  con- 
struction, whicli  is  about  32  by  16  feet.  These,  with  other  improve- 
ments, referred  to  by  the  Executive  Committee,  mark  the  activities 
of  the  year  gone  b}-. 

Tlie  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  hereto  subjoined,  exhibits  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  past  year.  The  Keport  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  by  whom  the  Treasurer's  accounts  were  audit- 
ed, is  also  sulijoiiK'd,  in  which  a  classification  is  given,  sliowing  the 
sources  from  which  mone^^  was  received,  and  particularizing  the 
subjects  of  expenditure ;  which  are  still  further  minutely  detailed 
by  the  accompanying  Rcpoit  of  the  Cleik  of  the  Hospital. 

The  balance  reported  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Hospital  at  the 
date  <^f  settlement,  proceeded  from  the  prompt  payment  of  the 
Octobur  (piarterly  l)ills  made  out  in  advance.  Su])sequentl3^,  the 
Mortgage  to  James  (Jilleland,  given  to  secure  a  portion  of  the  pur- 
chase money  of  land,  bought  of  him  in  1870,  amounting  to  six 
thousand  dollars,  Avas  paid  off*  with  the  interest.  This  relieves  the 
Hospital  property  of  all  incumbrance.     Ah  we  have  depended  upon 
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individual  benefactions  for  the  j)urchase  of  real  estate,  this  last  in- 
debtedness has  been  somewhat  delayed  in  the  licjuidation.  The 
general  linancial  difllenlties  of  the  country  have  been  felt  in  the  lim- 
itation of  contributions  to  this  object  of  benevolence,  as  well  as  to 
man}-  others. 

Our  application  for  the  ensuing  3'ear,  throuoh  your  Hoard,  to  the 
Legislature,  is  for  the  sum  of  thirt}'  thousand  dollars  ($30,000)  for 
salaries,  wages  and  support  of  house;  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000) 
for  insurance;  furty-tive  liundivd  dollars  ($4,500)  for  enlarging  the 
laundry  Ituilding  and  new  niacliinery  for  same ;  fourteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,400)  for  new  hot-water  boiler  and  enlarging  steam  boil- 
ers; thirty-five  hundred  dollars  (3,500)  for  carpenter-shop,  ujihol- 
stering.room,  and  mortuary  receiving  vault ;  and  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  (81,500)  for  new  addition  to  barn.  The  total  amount  asked 
for  is,  forty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars.  The  items,  partic- 
ularized in  the  ap[)lication,  fall  considerably  below  the  actual  cost 
of  the  work. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  I  record  a  visit  to  the  Hospital 
within  the  year  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  J.  F.  IIartranft.  I 
am  also  pleased  to  say  that  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Char- 
ities, in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  have  made  us  several  calls  of 
inspection.  We  hail  besides  a  visit  from  Managers  of  the  State 
Institution  at  Harrisburg.  From  observations  and  remarks  made 
by  these  gentlemen,  we  were  afforded  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  our  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  insane  were  appreciated. 

At  that  genial  season  of  the  3'ear,  when  flowers  and  first  fruits 
and  joyous  ><ature  participated  in  the  welcome,  the  Institution  was 
honored  by  a  visit  from  its  A'enerated  friend.  Miss  D.  L.  Dix.  She 
abode  for  six  weeks  its  revered  guest.  During  this  sojourn  she  be- 
came fully  acciuainted  with  the  operations  and  progress  of  the 
Hospital  since  her  last  visit,  in  1872  ;  and  she  had  the  opportunity^ 
of  observing  what  is  now  being  done  to  meliorate  the  condition  of 
the  poor  insane,  whose  welfare  has  been  the  mission  of  lier  life. 
Upon  her  departure  she  wrote  a  letter  to  a  fiiend,  whom  she  knew 
to  ])e  earnestly  interested,  in  which  she  declared  her  entire  satis- 
faction with  all  that  she  had  seen  in  the  Hospital.  She  pronounced 
it  ''  A  noble  charity;  and  its  influence  as  endjracing  the  best  good 
of  the  patients  resident  either  permanently  or  temiiorarily  for  care, 
or  f<ir  curative  treatment."  The  oflicers  anil  attendants  were  com- 
mended ;  together  with  the  good  order  and  industry  which  prevails 
throughout  every  department.     More  especially,  she   adverts  ap- 
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provingly  t<^  the  Superintending  Head  in  charge,  whose  cares  and 
interests  never  shnnber,  nor  rosponsilile  labors  cease  for  the  entire 
establishment. 

The  lullowing  named  gentlemen  have  been  appointed  State 
Managers  by  the  Governor,  viz:  lion,  John  Scott,  of  Allegheny 
County,  Gen.  D.  B.  McCreery,  of  Erie  County,  and  C.  M.  Boyle, 
Esq.,  of  Fa3ette  Countv- 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  general  operations  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, and  the  care  and  cure  of  patients  committed  to  it,  we  refer  you 
to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Physician, 
Dr.  J.  A.  Reed ;  in  whose  executive  ability,  professional  skill,  and 
those  otlier  varied  mental  (pialities,  which  pre-eniinentl}'  fit  him  for 
the  important  position  he  occupies,  the  Board  entertains  the  utmost 
confiden(j;e. 

I  take  occasion  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  to  Drs. 
Hengstand  McXeil,  Assistant  Pli3'sicians,  (though  the  latter  named 
gentleman  has  recently  resigned  and  his  place  been  tilled  by  Dr. 
Aj'res ;)  and  all  the  other  officers  and  emplo3'ees  whose  meritorious 
services  justly  entitle  them  to  this  acknowledgment.  It  is  difficult 
to  particularize  where  all  have  done  well. 

GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

On  the  oOth  of  September,  1875,  there  were  73  patients  in  this 
department:  596  have  been  since  admitted,  making  G69  under  treat- 
ment during  the  3'ear.  Of  these  591  were  discharged  or  died  ; 
leaving  in  the  Ilosi)ilal  on  September  30th,  1876,78  patients.  The 
lowest  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  68  ;  and  the 
highest  number,  113.  For  particulars,  I  refer  to  the  appended  re- 
port of  Hon.  J.  K.  Moorhead.  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee;  and  also  to  that  ot  Mr.  Thomas  Chess,  Superintendent. 
Tiiese  reports,  together  with  tlie  appended  report  of  the  Surgical 
and  Medical  Staffs,  embrace  full  statistics  of  the  operations  and 
condition  of  this  department ;  so  that  it  is  needless  for  me  to  repeat 
them.  I  would  direct  attention,  however,  to  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  shows  to  ever^'  intelligent  friend  of 
Jiumanit}',  who  will  examine  it,  that  this  field  for  doing  good  ought 
not  to  be  contracted.  In  all  probability  it  will  ])e,  however,  unless 
the  Endowment  Fund  is  enlarged,  which  is  hardly  possible  now  ;  or 
legislation  speedily  obtained,  to  enable  the  Institution  to  collect 
from  liic  autlioriti(;s  having  charge  of  the  i)oor,   a  portion  at  least, 
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of  the  cost  of  inaintainanco  ot  huligont  patients,  together  with  the 
expenses  of  burial  for  such  as  die  in  this  Hosi)ital.  It  is  enoui^h 
to  state,  that  during  the  past  year  the  whole  inconu'  of  this  Endow- 
ment Fund  has  been  expended,  ami  a  sum  exceeding  $5,000  addi- 
tional; while  comparative  statistics,  herewith  submitted,  prove  that 
the  Hospital  is  conducted  at  a  less  cost  per  patient  than  other  simi- 
lar institutions  of  tiie  C(>untry. 

The  gentlemen  composing  tlie  Surgical  and  Medical  Staffs  de- 
serve the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Managers;  and,  on  behalf  of  tlie 
Hoard,  I  herewith  make  the  acknowledgments.  These  faithful 
physicians  deserve  the  gratitude  of  this  whole  community,  for 
precious  time  spent,  as  well  as  labor  performed,  for  suffering  human- 
ity, without  other  compensation  tluin  the  love  of  a  noble  profession, 
or  that  satisfaction  whicli  comes  from  tlie  fountain  of  a  good  heart. 

The  Executive  Committee  speak  in  terms  of  commendation  of 
the  Superintendent  and  other  officers  of  this  IIosi»ital. 

It  is  with  no  ordinary  feelings  of  regret,  I  again  have  to  say, 
the  bridge  over  the  Railroad  track  is  still  unbuilt.  The  Executive 
Committee  think  it  will  be  erected  witiiin  a  short  time.  The  peril 
of  the  crossing  is  veiy  great.  It  will  do  no  good  to  mention  the 
detentions  and  annoyances  to  patients  and  ph3-sicians,  nor  the 
human  lives  which  have  been  sacrificed.  Thisgre.it  wrong  has  long 
been  crying  to  ears  that  are  not  closed  always. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Keport,  it  lias  pleased  an  All-Wise  Provi- 
dence to  remove  from  the  scenes  of  their  earthl}'  labors,  two  of  our 
active  managers:  Benjamin  P.  Bakewell  and  Alexander  Speer 
have  gone  to  their  reward.  The}'  were  warm  friends  of  the  Insti- 
tution, and  esteemed  b}-  their  fellow-citizens  for  their  many  virtues. 

TIIE  TRUST  FUNDS. 

I  call  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  having  cliarge 
of  the  distribution  of  the  earnings  of  the  Trust  Funds.  The 
worthy  poor  of  Pittsburgh  and  vicinit}-  will  not  be  forgetful  of  the 
memory  of  their  benefactors,  Cuarles  Brewer  and  James  Craw- 
fork,  during  the  inclement  winter  iiujiiths.  The  Committee  have 
performed  tiieir  duties  with  faithfulness.

President  of  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Dear  Sir: 

Another  3'ear  has  passed  since 
the  Execntive  Committee  made  their  last  report.  At  that  time  the 
Hospital  was  laboring  under  much  inconvenience  for  want  of  funds 
to  carry  on  the  main'  improvements  and  repairs  which  were  neces- 
sary' for  the  protection  of  the  property-,  and  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  patients. 

During  the  last  session  of  our  State  Legislature,  however,  (and 
near  its  close,)  the  appropriation  we  liatl  asked  for,  both  for  the 
past  and  present  year  was  grantetl.  This  timel}'  aid  enabled  3four 
Committee  to  go  on  and  make  some  much  needed  repairs,  additions, 
and  improvements.  Some  of  tlie  more  important  ones  we  will  now 
enumerate. 

First. — The  covering  of  the  Radiators,  sui)pl3'iug  the  heated 
air  to  the  wards,  was  made  of  wood,  which  from  long  use  had  be- 
come very  diy  and  inflammal)lc; ;  had  some  unluck}'  spark  touched 
it  a  serious  accident  might  have  resulted.  This  wood  has  been  en- 
tirely removed,  and  replaced  with  iron,  making,  a  fire  from  this 
cause  improbable. 

Second. — The  Boiler  capacity  for  supplying  steam  for  cooking 
and  general  house  use  was  found  insiillic;ient,  and  tiie  Boiler  used 
for  this  purpose  was  taken  down,  and  both  shell  and  Hues  lengthened 
ten  feet,  at  the  same  time  the  Boiler  wascompleteh'  repaired,  and  is 
now  in  working  order,  giving  satisfaction.  The  Boiler  used  for  hot 
water  to  the  bath  rooms,  closets,  wash-stands,  and  for  scrubbing 
purposes  throughout  the  building,  was  nearly  worn  out,  and   gave 
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"but  a  scanty  supjily.  Tliis  Boiler  lias  been  replaced  with  a  new  one 
of  improved  construction,  witii  copper  tubes,  and  is  now  working 
satisfactorily. 

T/iinl — III  cunse(pieiice  of  tlie  lari^ely  increased  number  of 
patients  since  tlie  laundry  and  wasli-liouse  was  built,  the  accommo- 
dations in  this  department  were  found  inadequate.  One  part  of  this 
building  had  been  used  as  a  carpenter  shop,  which  has  now  been  re- 
moved, thereby  giving  more  si)ace  for  laundry  ])urposes,  the  insuffi- 
cient and  nearly  worn  out  washing  machinery  has  been  replaced 
with  a  new  and  complete  set  of  Shaker  wash  tubs,  and  an  im- 
proved clothes  wringer.  These  are  now  in  use  and  give  satisfac- 
tion. 

The  old  drying  frames  were  in  bad  condition,  inconvenient 
position  and  of  insufficient  capacity'.  These  frames  have  been  en- 
larged and  placed  in  better  position,  and  an  entire  new  set  of  dry- 
ing horses  added,  which  Ave  think  will  make  the  accommodations 
ample.  We  have  also  procured  for  the  use  of  this  department  a 
new  fan,  or  blower,  to  force  hot  air  into  the  dr^'ing  house.  This  also 
is  working  well. 

There  has  also  been  added  to  the  laundry  Iniilding  two  rooms, 
one  to  be  used  as  a  batli  and  dressing  room  for  the  women  em- 
ployed in  the  laundry,  the  other,  as  a  sleeping  apartment  for  the 
Engineer  and  Firemen.  A  new  and  improved  Elevator  has  been 
supplied  to  transfer  the  wet  clothes  from  the  wash  to  the  dr^-ing- 
house,  and  a  fire-proof  room  built,  to  contain  the  large  stove  used 
in  heating  smoothing  irons.  This  will  make  the  laundry  more  se- 
cure from  fire. 

Fourlh. — The  farm,  under  the  charge  of  William  Knoderer,  has 
become  so  productive  that  the  Barn  accommodations  were  found 
too  small  to  protect  the  crops,  the  horses  Avere  not  well  housed,  and 
the  number  of  cows  recpiired  to  furnish  a  supply  of  good  milk  for 
the  patients  had  to  be  increased,  consequently  more  stabling  had  to 
be  provided.  This  compelled  the  erection  of  a  new  Barn,  two 
stories  high,  72  by  32  feet,  which  will,  we  think,  be  ample. 

Fifth. — There  has  also  been  built  a  two-story  brick  building, 
52  by  24  feet,  the  first  floor  of  which  will  be  used  as  a  carpenter 
shop,  the  second  floor,  for  the  i)resent  at  least,  as  an  upholstering 
room,  where  mattresses  will  be  filled.  In  a  portion  of  the  base- 
ment there  is  a  complete  fire-proof  vault,  intended   to  be  used  as  a 
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iiTciviii<j,-  vault  for  tlic  prestnvation  ot"  boilios  of  dceeasi'd  patients, 
awaiting  removal  by  IViends  to  their  family  burying  gr<Min<ls.  This 
will  enable  us  to  remove  tiie  present  building  used  for  this  purpose, 
which  is  unsightly  and  in  an  inapproi»riatf  location. 

Si.i'llt. — 'riic  increased  consuiniition  of  lias  luade  It  necessary 
to  provide  a  new  gasometer,  whic-li  is  now  l)eing  built;  it  will  be  32 
feet  in  diameter  and  ICi  fei't  deep.  When  this  is  completed  there 
will  I)e  capacity  sutlicient  to  contain  three  days  suppl}'.  It  is  being- 
constructed  on  the  most  approved  {dan,  and  unless  the  weather 
should  i)rove  too  cold  for  laying  the  brick  and  stone,  expect  to  have 
it  in  usi'  the  }»i-esent  month. 

Seventh. — In  the  interior  of  tiie  main  building  and  wings  many 
alterations  and  improvements  had  to  be  made  to  keep  up  the  good 
condition  of  building,  such  as  new  floors  in  some  of  the  rooms  and 
halls,  replacing  worn  out  doors,  painting  and  kalsomining  part  of 
the  woodwork  and  walls.  In  replacing  floors  we  have  used  jellow 
pine  and  walnut.  The  chapel  has  been  ver}-  thoroughly  renovated, 
wliich  was  much  needed,  the  frescoing  being  renewed,  and  stained 
glass  put  in  windows.  These  improvements  add  much  to  its 
cheerfulness  and  comfort.  In  all  well  regulated  families,  and  in  this 
extensive  Iniilding,  it  becomes  necessary  each  3'ear  to  replace  de- 
faced and  worn  out  articles  of  various  descriptions.  This  year  there 
has  been  a  large  outlay  in  this  direction,  much  new  furniture  ami 
carpet  being  reciuired.  The  result  of  this  expense  is  that  the  general 
appearance  is  much  improved,  and  the  comfort  and  cheerhilness  in- 
creased. 

Eighth. — In  grading  and  improving  roads,  walks  and  grounds 
there  has  been  a  large  outlay  of  money,  but  3'our  Committee  is 
most  hapi)y  to  inform  you  that  from  pi'esent  appearances  no  further 
danger  to  the  building  is  apprehended  from  the  sliding  hill  in  the 
rear.  This  result  has  been  accomplished  b}-  the  removal  of  immense 
([uantities  of  earth  from  tlie  rear  of  main  building,  and  in  the  front 
by  extensive  ditching  and  drains ;  in  some  places  the  ditches  had 
to  be  dug  twenty-live  feet  deep  and  then  lilled  with  stone  and  heavy 
timbers,  making  we  trust  a  snflicient  drainage  to  carry  otf  the  water. 
The  beautifying  of  the  grounds  and  surroundings  will  re(iuire 
much  labor  and  expenditure  of  mone^'  for  3'ears  to  come  ;  such  ex 
penses  never  cease,  if  we  would  i)revent  buildings  and  grounds 
from  falling  into  bad  condition.  In  all  impiovements  heretofore 
matle,  in  the  erection  of  new  buililings,  and  the  repairing  of  old 
ones,  j'our  Conunittee  have  exercised  what  they  considered  a 
B 
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inudent  economy,  in  protecting  the  property,  providing  what  was 
necessary  for  tlie  usefulness  of  the  Institution,  and  in  giving  a 
more  cheerful  appearance  to  the  surroundings  of  those  afflicted 
ones  who  are  cared  for  within  tlie  asylum. 

Tlie  present  fniancial  condition  of  the  Hospital  is  in  comforta- 
ble working  order,  with  a  fair  balance  of  monej^  on  hand,  and  no 
floating  debt.  This  balance  will,  however,  soon  be  required  in  the 
necessary  exiicnditures,  and  the  Hospital  will  still  recjuire  the  con- 
tinued contributions  of  friends  who  have  always  given  it  assistance, 
and  also  the  usual  appropriation  from  a  liberal  Legislature  to  keep 
it  up  in  a  good  and  suitable  condition  to  extend  the  necessarv  re- 
lief to  the  patients  committed  to  its  protection,  and  in  improving 
the  surroundings,  and  the  preservation  of  the  buildings. 

Your  Committee  will  continue  as  heretofore  to  make  such  im- 
provements, additions  and  repairs  as  are  necessary,  with  a  due  re- 
gard to  economy,  and  will  only  ask  Avhat  the}'  consider  indispensa- 
ble to  the  well  being  of  the  Institution.  This  much  they  expect 
will  be  i)rovided. 

Your  Committee  herewith  give  you  the  amount  of  gross  re- 
ceipts and  some  of  the  more  important  items  of  expenditure,  re- 
ferring you  for  particulars  and  details  to  the  report  which  will  be 
presented  by  the  Superintendent.

It  would  be  invidious  to  particular- 
ize where  all  have  proven  so  faithful. 

We  regret  the  Hospital  losing  the  services  uf  Dr.  McNeil,  one 
of  the  assistant  Pln'sicians,  who  has  given  general  satisftiction.  His 
leaving  was  rendered  necessary  b}'  the  sudden  death  of  his  father, 
who  left  to  his  charge  a  large  practice,  the  care  of  several  younger 
children  and  a  widowed  mother.

Report  of  Pliysician  and  Siiperiniendcnt 

OP   THE 

Insane    Department. 


To  the  Hoard  of  Manar/ers, 

Gentlemen : 

The  following  statement,  with  accompanying  statistics, 
jj^ivins:  in  detail  the  operations  of  tlie  Hospital  during  the  3'ear  end- 
ing October  1st,  1876,  is  respectfull3-  submitted. 

It  will  be  a  sonrce  of  satisfaction  to  you  to  notice  that  the  Insti- 
tution has  not  in  any  resi)ect  deteriorated,  but  has  in  a  great  degree 
accomplished  the  high  object  for  which  it  was  created.  The  large 
number  of  patients  admitted,  and  the  unusually  high  average  num- 
ber under  treatment  during  tliat  period,  is  tlie  best  evidence  I  can 
present  that  the  curative  and  ameliorating  appliances  placed  in  our 
hands  for  the  benefit  of  the  Insane  are  fully  recognized  and  appre- 
ciated by  the  people  of  Western  Peinisylvania. 

Fortunately  the  luunljer  admitted  has  been  fully  compensated 
by  tliat  of  tliose  discharged,  or  the  Institution  would  be  at  this  date 
crowded  to  a  dangerous  point.  The  usual  proportion  of  those  dis- 
charged were  restore<l  to  the  use  of  their  reason,  and  enabled  to 
resume  their  former  positions  in  society,  while  those  who  remained 
have  enjoyed  general  good  health  along  with  all  the  comforts  the 
Institution  could  afford,  and  have  been  protected  from  the  annoyan- 
ces and  hardshiijs  to  which  their  infirmities  would  have  exposed 
tlieni  had  they  been  elsewhere. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  tiiere  are  among  our  patients  those 
of  impulsive  and  destructive  tendencies — those  who  previous  to  ad- 
niissicju  had  destroyed  life  and   property,  as  well  as  many  who  had 
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attempted  suicide — it  i.s  somewhat  remarkable  tliat  we  liave  been 
spare*]  the  necessity  of  reeordin<>"  any  accident  of  a  serious  nature. 

Willie  tlie  adjoining-  Cities  iiave  been  visited  bj'  Small  Pox, 
l^iplitiicria,  and  otiier  contagious  diseases,  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
not  a  ease  of  either  has  occurred  among  our  jjcople  during  tiiis  or 
an^'  j)revious  year.  Every  i)recaution  was  taken  by  a  thorough 
vaccination  of  our  entire  population.  All  suspicious  clothing  Avas 
properly  disposed  of,  thorough  cleanliness  and  ventilation  was  main- 
tained, and  to  these  etforts  is  to  be  attributed  our  entire  exemp- 
tion from  the  i)revailing  diseases. 

Among  tliose  admitted  during  the  year,  were  many  laboring 
under  acute  forms  of  disease,  requiring  more  than  ordinary  care, 
and  continuous  medical  treatment.  Along  with  these  were  many 
for  whom  nothing  could  be  accomplished  to  promote  recovery — cases 
of  general  Paralysis,  Ei)ile])sy,  Consumption,  Heart  Disease,  as  well 
as  those  wlio  were  worn  down  bj'  long  continued  Mania  and  Melan- 
cholia.    For  all  sucii  no  hoi)e  whatever  could  be  entertained. 

Believing  that  the  Insane  sliould  have  the  benefit  of  every 
agency  that  promises  relief,  I  was  induced  to  experiment  on  the  in- 
fluence of  colored  light  in  their  treatment.  For  this  purpose  the 
walls  of  several  rooms  were  i)ainted  scarlet,  and  tiie  Avindow  glass 
made  of  a  corresi)onding  color.  The  walls  and  windows  of  other 
I'ooms  were  colored  ])lue,  and  after  giving  several  excited  patients 
the  benefit  of  the  blue  room,  and  to  melancholy  and  depressed 
l)atients  tlie  advantages  of  red  liglit,  I  have  not  been  imi)ressed 
with  the  importance  of  this  mode  of  treatment.  On  the  contrary, 
I  am  satisfied  that  colored  light  has  no  greater  power  in  the  cure  of 
insanity,  than  colored  water  has  in  tlie  treatment  and  cure  of  the 
diseased  stomach  of  an  inebriate. 

As  you  see  by  the  statistics  ai)pended  to  tliis  report  a  ver^' 
large  i)roportion  of  the  patients  admitted  Avere  of  that  class  for 
whom  the  Commonwealth  exercises  its  beneficence  in  jjroviding  ac- 
conunodations  ;  those  who  are  poor  and  without  friends,  and  wlio  if 
not  i)rovided  for  in  tliis  Institution,  would  be  consigned  to  Jails  and 
Poor  Houses,  or  possibly  to  worse  receptacles  at  their  own  homes, 
if  not  cast  adrift  to  wander  from  i)lace  to  place,  suffering  iniknown 
liardships  from  want  of  food  and  shelter. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  is  a  generous  and  com- 
jiiendable  disposition   sliown   by  tiie  Directors  of  the  Poor  in   the 
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counties  foinpcsing  the  Western  DistiieL  of  I'eiiiisylvauia,  to  ii'ive 
to  all  recent  cases  of  Insanity  i)laced  in  tlieir  care  a  lair  opportunity 
for  treatment,  ami  to  contiiuie  that  treatment  so  long  as  there  is  a 
reasonable  i)rospect  of  a  cure  being  ettected.  While  these  ofllcials 
have  clone  tiieniselves  li<Mior  by  tiieir  liuniane  course  toward  the  In- 
sane poor,  1  am  conlident  tliat  the  Hospital  has  sacredly  observed 
its  obligations  to  the  State,  by  receivinu  all  such  patients  when  pre- 
sented for  admission,  and  by  extending  to  them  all  the  treatment, 
all  the  food,  and  all  the  comforts  ejijoyed  by  their  more  fortunate 
conn)anions  in  alllictiou. 

You  are  aware  that  the  patients  acl  mitted  to  the  llos{)ital  are 
of  three  classes,  and  all  of  them  are  received  under  certain  forms 
prescribed  by  law.  No  others  can  be.  admitted,  and  the  importuni- 
ties to  which  we  are  at  times  subjected  to  admit  patients  without 
legal  commitmcuts,  is  regarded  as  not  oidy  unkind  and  annoying, 
but  as  an  attem[)t  to  induce  a  departure  from  an  honest  perform- 
ance of  duties  imposed  by  State  Laws.  For  years  the  institution 
has  been  overcrowded,  and  the  arrival  of  a  new  patient  caused 
great  inconvenience.  No  one,  however,  has  been  refused  who  was 
presented  under  proper  legal  forms,  but  all  not  furnished  with  the 
proper  documents  have  bi-en  denied  admission,  and  I  believe  that  in 
a  fiiithful  ob.servance  of  the  law  in  this  i)articular,  the  interests  not 
only  of  the  institution,  but  of  the  patients,  will  be  protected,  and 
ever}'  attempt  to  confine  those  wlio  are  not  insane,  will  certainly 
prove  a  failure. 

Those  of  the  first  class  admitted  are  termed  "private  patients," 
and  have  been  committed  by  their  relatives  or  friends,  their  cases 
having  been  thoroughl}-  examined  by  two  physicians,  who  certifv 
under  oath  that  they  believe  the  parties  to  be  in.sane,  and  by  recent 
enactments  the  Physicians  are  made  liable  to  heavy  damages  for 
a  willful,  malicious,  or  false  certification.  This  class  of  patients 
are  entirely  supported  by  their  friends,  and  no  part  of  the  State 
appropriation  is  used  for  tliat  purpose. 

Those  of  the  second  class  ari'  known  by  us  as  "the  indigent 
insane,"  and  were,  previous  to  the  attack  of  insanity,  persons  ot 
moderate  means,  but  were  self-supporting,  and  contributed  of  their 
earnings  to  the  revenues  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Acts  of 
Assembly  make  ample  provision  for  the  commitment  of  all  such 
patients,  and  for  the  payment  of  a  [)ortion  of  the  expense  of  tiieir 
maintenance,  by  the  County  Treasuries — the  balance  of  whatever 
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may  have  been  tlie  actual  cost  being  paid  by  the  annual  appropri- 
ations from  tlie  State  funds.  I  know  of  no  patients  admitted  wiio 
are  more  entitled  to  our  sympathies,  and  to  whom  the  Institution 
should  extend  a  more  cordial  reception  than  these.  Independent, 
but  poor;  industiious,  and  amply  able  to  maintain  themselves 
when  sane,  tliey  find  when  visited  1)3'  insanity,  the}'  are  helpless 
and  necessarily  a  burden  to  others.  If  the  father  is  stricken  down, 
the  support  of  the  family  is  gone,  and  wife  and  children  are  re- 
duced to  i)0verty.  If  the  mother  becomes  insane,  the  husband 
hnds  iiimself  unable  b}'  his  scant}'  earnings  to  provide  for  himself 
and  children,  and  at  the  same  time  i)ay  for  tlie  support  of  the  in- 
sane wife  in  a  Hospital.  It  matters  not  which  member  of  the 
family  becomes  insane,  their  scanty  earnings  soon  prove  insufficient 
for  the  necessarily  expensive  treatment  required  for  their  cure 
That  wurthy  people  of  this  class  should  not  suffer,  but  enjoy  every 
opportunity  to  recover,  the  Commonwealth,  through  the  Legisla- 
ture, has  made  abundant  provision,  not  only  by  the  erection  of 
commodious  edifices,  furnished  with  every  comfort  and  appliance 
for  their  treatment,  but  has  generously  ])rovided  for  the  payment 
from  public  funds,  of  every  expense  attendant  thereon,  and  no  one 
should  have  any  hesitation  or  feel  in  the  least  degree  humbled  in 
availing  himself  of  the  assistance  thus  afforded. 

The  third  class  is  known  as  the  "  insane  poor,"  and  is  com- 
posed mainly  of  those  who  have  never  been  self-supporting,  but 
who  on  accoiuit  of  some  disability,  for  the  greater  j^art  of  their 
lives  have  consumed  that  which  they  did  not  earn,  and  have  been 
a  burden  to  the  community  in  which  they  happened  to  live.  This 
class  are  generally  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Directors  and 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  if  harmless  and  (juiet  are  cared  for  in 
the  Alms-I louses  or  •'  farmed  out  "  to  the  lowest  bidder.  But  when 
violent,  destructive,  or  otherwise  troublesome,  they  are  committed 
to  our  care. 

From  the  annexed  tables  you  will  notice  that  the  Indigent  In- 
sane and  the  Insane  Poor  occupy  four-fifths  of  the  Hospital  Build- 
ing, and  number  at  the  present  time  four  hundred  patients,  while 
the  number  of  Private  patients  is  but  one  hundred.  I  need  say  no 
more  than  this  to  demonstrate  that  State  patients  have  at  all  times 
had  the  preference  in  their  adniission. 

At  the  date  of  ray  last  Annual  Report,  491  patients  occupied 
the  various  apartments  of  the  IIos[)ital — of  this  number  277  were 
men,  and  214  were  women. 
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Puring  the  jear  ending  October  1st,  187G,  there  have  been  ad- 
mitted 193  patients,  of  whom  94  were  men,  and  99  were  women, 
making  a  total  number  under  treatment  of  G84,  or  371  men,  and 
313  women.  Of  this  number  202  have  been  discharged,  of  whom 
103  were  men,  and  99  were  women ;  leaving  in  the  Hospital  482,  or 
268  men  and  214  women. 

Of  those  discharged  74  were  restored,  52  Avere  more  or  less  im- 
proved in  their  mental  condition,  30  were  unimproved,  and  40  died. 

The  higliest  number  during  the  year  was  514,  tlie  lowest  number 
was  482,  and  the  average  was  500.  At  no  time  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Hospital  in  1856,  has  the  average  number  reached  so 
high  a  figure  as  it  did  during  the  jxar  just  closed  ;  and,  witli  the 
exception  of  one  j'ear,  the  total  number  under  treatment  has  never 
risen  to  684.  I  need  scarcely  say  these  ligures  indicate  crowded 
wards,  with  all  the  evils  and  inconveniences  incident  thereto. 

Of  those  admitted  during  tlic  year,  68  were  supported  by 
friends,  and  120  by  tlie  Public  Authorities  ;  twenty -two  districts  of 
Western  Pennsylvania  having  been  represented  bv  them.  Of  those 
restored,  13  had  been  committed  In-  order  of  the  several  Courts  ; 
31  by  Directors  of  the  Poor,  and  30  b}'  their  friends. 

Of  482  jjatients  remaining  in  tiie  Hospital  at  this  date,  345 
were  insane  more  than  six  months  at  time  of  admission,  and  360 
have  been  residents  of  the  Hospital  from  one  to  twenty  years  ;  while 
many  of  those  who  have  been  residents  for  periods  less  than  a  3'ear, 
are  hopelessly  insane,  on  account  of  physical  complications  render- 
ing medical  treatment  of  no  avail ;  25  of  the  number  are  Epileptics, 
10  are  Parahtics,  and  otli£rs  are  far  advanced  in  Consumption. 
Not  more  than  64  have  any  prospect  of  recovery,  while  418  are 
considered  hopelessly  insane. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Institution  in  1856,  there  have  been 
admitted  3,174,  and  of  this  number  1,016  have  been  restored  ;  1494 
were  supported  l)y  their  friends,  1,675  by  the  Public  Authorities, and 
5  by  tlie  Hosi)ital. 

The  Statistical  Tables  accompanying  this  Report  will  give  you 
all  other  facts  in  regard  to  the  ages,  civil  condition,  duration  of 
insanity,  condition  wiien  discharged,  causes  of  death,  &c.,  of  the 
patients  under  treatment  during  the  year,  as  well  as  of  all  those 
who  have  been  in  the  Hospital  since  its  organization  in  1856. 
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Voii  aro  so  tliorouiilily  Ininiliiir  with  the  gonoral  inana<ieiiient 
of  the  Institution,  that  I  need  nut  make  any  detailed  remarks  on 
that  point.  We  have  endeav(jr<Ml  to  est:il»lish  a  hiiiii  moral  treat- 
ment 1>y  makini;'  use  of  every  inHnenoe  that  was  ealeulated  to  restore 
and  tran<[nili/A'  the  patients;  to  lighten  the  Ijnrden  of  their  aMlictions, 
and,  so  far  as  possil)le,  make  their  lives  like  that  of  persons  outside 
the  Institution.  IJesides  securing  the  personal  inttucnce  of  many 
devoted  and  intelligent  attendants,  we  have,  so  far  as  was  in  our 
power,  aftbrded  to  the  patients  opportunities  for  bodily  and  mental 
employment  and  recreation.  Musical  entertainments,  theatrical 
l)erformances,  evening  parties,  magic  lantern  exhibitions,  calisthen 
ics,  billiards,  bagatelle,  clieckers,  dominos,  books  and  newspapers, 
have  been  frefpientl}'  called  into  use  for  indoor  amusement,  and 
walking,  riding,  croquet  and  ball  i)laying,  have  been  resorted  to  in 
all  suitable  weather.  For  those  male  patients  who  were  so  dis- 
posed, the  various  kinds  of  labor  on  the  farm  and  about  the  build- 
ing have  been  productive  of  contentment,  happiness  and  recovery, 
(ireat  care  was  ttdcen  that  no  one  should  labor  beyond  his  strength, 
or  suffer  by  imi»roper  exposure,  and  all  were  made  to  feel  that  any- 
thing they  did  in  this  direction  was  voluntary  upon  their  part,  and 
intended  for  their  good.  Besides  the  advantages  of  healthy  physi- 
cal exercise,  this  class  of  patients  not  only  retain  their  self-respect, 
but  enj03^  the  consciousness  of  accomplishing  something  useful  to 
themselves  and  others.  I  am  glad  to  know  that  the  course  we  have 
pursued  in  tiius  occupying  our  men  patients  has  been  noticed  and 
approved  by  those  whose  intelligence  and  oflicial  experience  qualify 
them  to  estimate  correctly  the  value  of  this  or  any  other  mode  of 
treating  the  insane.  In  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  paper, 
presented  to  the  American  Social  Science  Association,  at  their 
recent  meeting  at  Saratoga,  by  the  Hon.  Fi'ancis  Wells,  of  Phil- 
adelphia, this  subject  is  alluded  to  in  the  following  language: 
"Almost  ever}-  intelligent  expert  in  the  treatment  of  insanity',  has 
come  to  recognize  tiu!  great  value  of  well  directed  labor  as  a  cura- 
tive influence.  The  histor}^  of  all  hospitals  when;  sucli  l:i))oi'  lias 
])een  organized,  fully  confirms  the  sound  theory,  and  the  use  of  the 
labor  of  the  piosi)ective  inmates  of  an  iiisanc;  hos[)ital,  especially  of 
those  classes  of  whom  tiiis  i)ai)er  has  particularly  considered,  com- 
prising many  able-bodied  men — accustomed  to  manual  labor — would 
not  only  largely  reduce  the  cost  of  tlu;  hosi)ital,  but  would  be  doing 
the  hospital's  legitinuite  work  in  promoting  the  cure  of  its  patients. 
The  develoi)m(!nt  of  a  land-slide  on  the  grounds  of  the  Dixmont 
Hospital,  in  Pennsylvania,  involved  the  State  in  heavy  and  repeated 
expenditures,  and   r.\ru   threatened  the  safety  of  the  hospital  itself 
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IJut  ii;  estimating  the  cost  of  that  accident,  there  is  a  large  deduc- 
tion to  be  made  for  the  benefit  derived  from  the  liealthful  employ- 
ment of  large  gangs  of  tlie  patients  wliose  lal)or  has  averted  the 
impending  calamity,  lias  saved  the  State  large  sums  whieh  would 
liave  been  consumed  in  paid  labor,  anil  has  conferred  incalculable 
l>eiiefit  upim  themselves,  ^[aiiy  thousands  (jf  doUais  may  tlius  be 
saved  by  the  application  (^f  tlic  hibor  of  insane  patients  ujion  the 
grounds  and  bnlMings  of  the  liospital  erected   for  their  use." 

In  a  paper  presented  to  the  same  Association,  Ijy  Dr.  Xathan 
Allen,  of  Mass.,  the  active  employment  of  the  insane  in  some  way 
is  spoken  of  as  more  important  than  all  other  treatment.  He  says  : 
'♦It  developes  muscle  and  gives  strength;  improves  the  appetite 
and  digestion  ;  increases  all  the  vital  forces  of  the  system  ;  occupies 
and  diverts  the  mind  ;  has  a  strong  tendency  to  give  self-control, 
and  bring  into  exercise  all  the  mental  faculties  in  harmony  witii  the 
hiws  of  the  body.  *  *  *  Farm  work  and  gardening  atlbrds 
the  greatest  variety  and  most  wholesome  kinds  of  occupation  ;  they 
call  into  exercise  all  parts  of  the  body ;  surround  one  with  pure  air 
and  plenty  of  sun-light,  and  at  the  same  time  occupy  pleasantly  the 
liigher  and  better  faculties  of  the  mind.  *  *  *  Accordingly 
we  find  in  all  asylums  for  the  insane,  that  where  wholesome  exercise 
of  bod}-  and  mind  has  been  most  systematically  and  extensively  in- 
troduced, there  has  been  found  the  most  successful  treatment  of  the 
insane,  the  best  health,  the  least  mortality,  and  the  most  recoveries." 

A  class  of  thu'ty  to  forty  women  patients  arc  exercised  every 
'I'uesday  and  Friday  in  Calisthenics,  and  on  Mondays  and  Thurs- 
da3s  a  class  of  men  patients  are  required  to  practice  in  the  same  in- 
vigorating amusement.  On  eveiy  Monday  evening  more  than  one 
iiundred  women  patients  with  tlieir  nurses  assemble  in  the  liall  of  the 
Center  Building  and  enjoy  themselves  in  dancing,  and  amusing  games, 
and  conversation,  and  on  Wednesday  evenings  a  stereopticon  exhibi- 
tion is  given  for  the  entire  houseiiold.  More  than  thirteen  hundred 
[ihotographs  on  glass  have  been  accumulated  for  these  exhibitions, 
making  an  assortment  of  views  amusing  and  instructive  to  all,  and 
b}-  their  number  enalding  us  every  evening  to  vary  the  entertain- 
ment, and  avoid  llie  monotony  of  freiiuent  repetition. 

The  Centennial  Fourth  of  July  was  appropriately  observed, 

and   our  people  although  insane  gave  evidence  that  the}'  were  not 

devoid  of  patriotism.      A  very   large  number  of  our  men  patients 

[)ara<led  with  niailial  music,  and   gave  liearty  clicers  as  a  seventy-

six  foot  Centennial  polo  was  i)laccd  in  position,  and  its  banner  un- 
folded.    In  the  evening  they  enjoyed  a  display  of  Ureworks. 

The  other  Holidays  of  the  year  were  appropriately  observed, 
and  the  patients  enjoyed  abundant  dinners,  and  all  the  good  things 
of  the  season. 

Religious  exercises  have  been  observed  every  Sabbath  during 
the  year,  and  have  been  conducted  by  such  ministers  as  could  be 
had  from  the  neigliboring  cities  and  vicinity.  While  many  patients 
are  pleased  and  entertained  by  light  amusements,  others  can  derive 
comfort  only  from  services  that  hold  forth  to  them  the  consolations 
of  the  Gospel.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  every  shade  of 
mental  peculiarity'  that  the  diversions  and  religious  services  are 
varied,  but  at  all  times  thej'  are  kept  within  the  bounds  of  strict 
proi)riety,  and  the  religious  prejudices  of  ever^-  one  are  respected. 

That  you  ma}'  know  to  what  extent  the  several  kinds  of  amuse- 
ments and  occupations  have  been  used,  I  beg  your  attention  to  the 
following  table  prepared  by  my  assistants,  Drs.  Ilengst  and 
McNeil :

The  total  number  of  walks  taken,  days  labor  performed,  per- 
sons attending  church,  exhibitions,  &c.,  during  the  year,  is  repre- 
sented by  the  foregoing  figures,  to  wit :  one  person,  having  taken 
all  the  walks,  would  have  been  out  of  doors  70,933  times,  &c. 

Tilt;  female  patients  have  assisted  very  largely  in  the  making 
and  mending  of  clothes,  in  laundry  and  kitchen  work.  Without  the 
aid  of  men  patients  on  the  farm,  and  of  women  patients  in  the  sew- 
ing, cooking  and  washing  departments,  a  much  larger  number  of 
l)aid  employes  would  be  required  to  do  the  work  for  our  family  of 
six  hundred  jjcople. 
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IMraOVEMENT.S    AND    REPAIRS. 

Many  repairs  ami  iiiii)rovoinc'iits  j^ivatly  needed  durinji;  tli(* 
pivvious  year,  but  postponed  for  want  of  means,  have  been  attended 
to  and  comjjK'tiMl.  Of  eonrse  this  erowding  of  two  years'  work  into 
one  involved  an  amount  of  continuous  hibor  and  supervision  not 
often  experienced  or  necessary.  1  am  ghid,  liowever,  to  report  tliat 
almost  ever3'thing  that  was  contemplated  has  been  accomplished  in  a 
manner,  I  trust,  satisfactory  to  you,  and  I  believe  the  buildings  and 
grounds  will  show  an  improvenient  ecjual  to  the  money  and  labor 
expended.  The  reports  of  your  President  and  Executive  Commit- 
tee have  so  minutely  detailed  the  various  repairs,  improvements  and 
work  done  on  the  i)remises  that  it  would  be  a  useless  repetition  for 
me  to  do  more  than  make  this  allusion  to  them.  I  may,  however, 
sa}',  that  although  much  has  been  done,  many  things  are  j^et  needed 
to  be  done  before  the  Institution  can  in  its  appliances  fully  rank 
with  sister  institutions.  The  Laundry  that  has  for  years  been  in- 
adequate for  the  work  to  l)e  performed  has  been  partly  remodeled, 
but  will  need  still  further  enlargement  and  alteration  in  the  wash- 
room before  it  is  as  commodious  and  convenient  as  it  should  be. 

The  propagation  of  plants  and  flowering  shrubs  has  become  so 
essential  for  the  ornamentation  of  the  grounds  that  the  temporary 
green-house  erected  some  years  since  on  a  most  economical  scale, 
lias  become  entirely  insuflicient  for  the  i)urpose.  A  new  one  of 
twice  the  capacity  and  of  some  architectural  pretensions  should  be 
constructed.  It  would,  if  properly  located,  be  an  ornament  to  the 
grounds  and  afford  to  the  patients  an  agreeable  source  of  amuse- 
ment during  the  winter  season.  Ornamental  gates  at  each  main 
entrance  to  the  premises  and  a  gate-house  on  Gilleland  Avenue 
shoidd  be  erected  to  keep  off  intruders,  and  give  to  the  farm  a  more 
linished  appearance.  At  certain  periods  of  the  year  when  the  roads 
become  muddy  there  is  a  great  necessit}^  for  more  extended  board 
or  stone  "walks  on  which  the  i)atients  can  take  exercise,  and  a  prop, 
erly  graded  and  macadaniizctl  road  leading  to  the  rear  of  the  farm 
should  be  made,  so  as  to  avoid  ti»e  lal)or  and  inconveniences  incident 
to  climbing  the  hills  over  extemporized  roads.  In  addition  to  all 
this,  some  attention  siiould  be  given  to  beautifying  the  grounds 
and  making  them  attractive.  You  will  see  by  the  appended  report 
rurnislied  by  the  farmer,  Mr,  Knoderer,  that  the  products  of  the 
farm  have  been  much  larger  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  that  the 
labor  performed,  and  money  expended  for  fertilizers  is  beginning  to 
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give  an  abundant  return.  The  reports  of  tlie  Supervisoress  and 
Housekeeper  will  set  forth  the  amount  of  work  aceomplisiied  in 
their  respective  departments. 

RECEIPTS   AND   EXPENDITURES. 

While  the  Treasurer's  report  will  show  you  the  earnings  and 
other  receipts  of  the  Hospital,  the  accompanying  paper  prepared 
by  the  Clerk  from  the  book  of  daily  expenses  will  give  you  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  expenditures,  and  I  believe  you  will  lind  that 
the  interests  of  the  Hospital  in  these  expenditures  as  well  as  the 
greatest  comfort  of  the  patients  have  been  carefully  guarded.  As 
you  are  aware,  the  department  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  has 
no  endowment  fund,  and  depends  entirely  on  its  earnings  and  such 
aid  as  may  be  extended  through  the  Legislature.  Private  patients, 
or  those  supported  by  their  friends,  are  expected  to  pay  for  board- 
ing and  medical  attendance  whatever  the  average  cost  nui}-^  be  ;  but 
patients  who  are  committed  by  orders  of  Court  or  by  Directors  of 
Poor  pay  but  a  portion  of  the  actual  cost,  and  the  balance  is  made 
up  by  annual  appropriations  from  the  State  Treasury.  Thus  far  the 
Institution  has  received  from  these  several  sources  full  recognition 
and  a  generous  support,  and  has  been  enabled  to  cancel  all  its 
financial  obligations  as  w^ell  as  to  improve  and  enlarge  its  facilities 
for  the  comfort  and  cure  of  its  patients. 

In  providing  the  means  of  support  this  Institution  possesses  no 
superior  advantages  but  occupies  precisely  the  same  relation  to  its 
l)atrons  and  to  the  State  as  do  the  other  hospitals  for  the  insane. 
The  Act  of  Assembly  that  regulates  the  rate  of  board  for  State 
patients  in  one  hospital  determines  it  for  all,  and  as  that  rate  is  con- 
siderably below  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance,  it  follows  that  the 
greater  number  of  State  patients  there  are  in  the  hospital  the  greater 
will  be  the  loss.  As  I  have  before  said  there  are  at  present  four 
hundred  jjatients  of  this  class,  and  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Insti- 
tution is  necessarily  very  large  each  year,  which  if  not  made  up  by 
appropriations  would  in  a  short  time  so  seriously  embarrass  the  In- 
stitution as  to  compel  a  closure  of  its  doors  or  an  advance  in  the  rate 
for  board  to  a  figure  that  would  cover  all  expenses.  The  liberality 
of  the  several  Legislatures  has  however  never  yet  permitted  a  con- 
tingency so  i)r('judicial  to  the  interests  of  the  indigent  insane  to 
occur,  and  I  presume  will  not  while  their  benefactions  are  used  with 
strict  economy,  and,  in  a  way,  to  accomplish  the  greatest  good  to 
those  for  whose  benefit  they  are  intended. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

During  the  year  tlie  Institution  has  been  i>h\cecl  umler  obliga- 
tion to  quite  a  number  of  friends  for  many  acts  of  l<indness  to  its 
inmates,  and  for  generous  donations  of  many  useful  and  ornamen- 
tal articles.  While  tiie  interest  thus  disi)layed  is  encouraging  to 
the  officers  of  the  Institution,  the  patients  are  gratified  by  realizing 
that  they  are  not  beyond  the  reach  of  sympathizing  friends. 

As  has  ])een  their  custom  for  years  past,  Mr.  John  Holmes 
donated  $35  ;  Mr.  Reuben  Miller,  Jr.,  $85,  and  Mr.  Isaac  Jones,  $35, 
with  which  to  purchase  03sters  for  the  entire  household  on  Christ- 
mas, Thanksgiving  and  New  Year's  da3S.  In  addition  to  these 
sums  and  for  the  patients'  use  on  the  lIolida3s,  Mr.  John  Porter- 
field  «fe  Co.,  Messrs.  Dilworth  Bros.,  Messrs.  Keymer  Bros.,  each 
donated  100  pounds  candies,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Marvin  &  Co.  presented 
a  large  box  of  nic  nacs.

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS  TO  INSANE  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  adiiiissiou  of  a  patient,  unless  when  committed  by- 
order  of  a  Court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificate  of 
two  Physicians  that  they  have  seen  and  examined  the  individual  within  one 
week  of  the  date  thereof,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  this  certi- 
licate  shall  be  sworn  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  a  request 
of  a  near  relative  or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the 
Hospital,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security  for  the  payment  of  board  and 
otluT  expenses  while  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus  received, 
shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  when  brought  to 
the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded  ;  and  if  taken  away  uncured, 
and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Physician,  in  any  succeeding  quar- 
ter, no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Wiienever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  b}^  the  order  of  Court, 
the  order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof  ;  or  if  sent  by  Directors  of  Poor,  an 
order  signed  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent,  accompanied  by  the  Certifi- 
cates of  Insanity,  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean  and  be 
free  from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a 
new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs 
drawers,  two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes, 
and  one  pair  slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  sliall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemises, 
three  pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night  gowns,  two  flannel  skirts, 
one  Balmoral  skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two 
pairs  slices,  one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  or  when  tliey 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre- 
served. 

In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned. Jewelry  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be 
left  at  liome,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the 
Hospital  are  not  responsi])le. 
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All  clotliiii!:,  if  not  Uikcii  awiiy  at  the  time  of  tiie  patient's  removal,  or 
within  three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  oflirei-s  of  the  Hos 
pitnl  may  think  best,  and  no  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A'written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and, 
if  possible,  some  one  ac(iuainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him 
or  her  to  the  Hospital  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential  particidars 
may  be  learned. 

8.  The  price  of  i)oard,  inchidinj^  wasiiinj;,  nn-ndinj;,  and  attendance  for 
all  who  are  supiwrted  at  the  public  charge,  is  three  dollars  per  week.  For 
private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price 
varies  from  four  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred, 
and  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid,  by  especial 
agreement  with  the  Physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  required  to  be  made  (luarterly  in  advance,  on  the  fifteenth 
of  March,  June,  September  and  December. 

9.  A  bond  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  rec^uired  for  the  payment 
of  the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  i)alient  when  dis- 
charged, of  all  persons  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  counties 
or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a  bond,  and,  if 
strangers,  furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation, 
are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  For  the  period  of  three  months  after  admission,  patients  shall  not 
be  visited  by  their  friends,  except  at  the  special  request  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  afterwards  only  by  his  i)ermission. 

As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  Civndies,  cakes  or  other  eatables  shall  be  given  to  the  patients 
by  their  friends  or  visitors  without  his  express  permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Institution  on  any  day  (except  Sunday,) 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  12  m.,  and  between  2  and  4  p.  M.  :  but 
no  visitors  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  without  ex- 
press permission  from  the  Superintendent ;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken 
that  no  amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  that  might  prove  injurious  to  the 
patient.     No  visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

Visitors  will  jjlease  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients  or 
give  to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pitts- 
burgh, Fort  "Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  be  easily 
reached  by  cars,  there  being  nine  trains  (east  and  west)  each  day,  except 
Sunday,  stopping  at  the  Hospital  station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communications 
in  regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  &c.,  of  those  who  arc  in  the  Hospi- 
tal, shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Western  Union  Company,  the  friends  of 
patients  can  communicate  with  the  Institution  by  telegraph. 
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^F""Tliat  insane  porsons  may  bo  placed  in  the  Hospital  for  tho  Insane  by  their  legal  guar- 
dians, or  by  their  relatives  or  friends  in  case  they  have  no  guardians,  but  never  without  the  cer- 
tificate of  two  or  more  reputable  physicians,  after  a  personal  examination,  made  within  one 
week  of  tho  date  thereof,  and  this  certificate  to  be  duly  acknowledged  and  sworn  to,  or  affirmed 
before  some  magistrate  or  judicial  officer,  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signatures, 
and  to  tho  respectability  of  the  signers. — Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  'ZOth,  1S69,  Section  1.

Report  of  the  Exec2ctive  Co7nmittee, 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  close  of  the  fiscal  year  miikes  it  our  duty,  and 
it  is  now,  in  some  respects  a  pleasant  one,  to  lay  before  your  IJoard 
the  workings  of  tlie  Hospital,  in  all  its  details,  since  our  last  annual 
report. 

The  Reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Medical  Staff,  and  Treas- 
urer, hereto  appended,  are  so  full  and  complete,  that  a  reference  to 
some  of  the  items  contained  in  them,  is  about  all  that  need  be  said 
by  us.  From  tlieir  report  you  will  see  that,  during  the  year,  six 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  patients  have  been  within  the  walls  of  the 
Hospital,  suffering  from  accidents,  diseases,  disabilities,  and  in- 
firmities of  various  kinds  and  grades.  Of  this  entire  number,  those 
who

Discharged  Soldiers, 132 

Charity  Patients, 438 

Total G69 

An  examination  of  these  figures  siiows  tiie  great  extent  <»f  this 
charity. 

The  first  class,  who  are  able  to  contribute  in  full  or  in  |)arL  for 
their  maintenance,  are  supplied  witii  food,  medical  or  surgical  atten- 
dance, and  all  th«'  comforts  of  iionie,  at  very  moderate  rates. 
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Tlu'  second,  our  Western  Penns^'lviuiia  soldiei's,  who  served  in 
the  recent  war,  wlien  sick  or  unable  from  infirmity  of  any  kind 
to  earn  a  subsistence,  here  find  a  slielter,  Avhere  all  their  wants  are 
supplied,  including  clothing,  shoes,  &c. 

The  third  class,  b^'  far  the  most  numerous,  is  composed  of  all 
sorts  and  conditions,  w^orth}'^  and  xuiwortliy,  temperate  aiid  intem- 
perate ;  some  who  have,  by  their  own  evil  acts  and  bad  habits, 
brought  themselves  to  [)overty  and  want.  Others,  overtaken  b}^ 
misfortunes,  afflictions  and  sorrow,  are  reduced  to  that  condition, 
and  seek  this  asylum.  Our  doors  are  open  to  all  such  without  in- 
vidious distinction,  to  the  extent  of  our  income;  but  as  that  is  limited, 
increased  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  the  reception  of  chronic  or 
incurable  patients,  who  must  be  proAaded  for  elsewhere,  that  our 
means  may  be  applied  as  intended  by  the  donors,  to  the  care  and 
cure  of  those  requiring  medical  and  surgical  skill.  Tn  other  words, 
our  institution  is  a  Hospital,  and  not  a  Poor  House,  and  although 
we  receive  hundreds  w'ho  would  otherwise  have  to  go  to  the  city  or 
countj^  homes,  and  to  that  extent  relieve  the  citizens  from  the  pay- 
ment of  poor  tax,  yet  we  must  endeavor  to  limit  our  receptions  to 
our  means  ;  and  if  this  class  of  patients  are  to  be  continued,  it  can 
onl}^  be  done,  (and  then  very  properl}'),  b}'  the  Guardians  and  Direc-' 
tors  sending  to  us  such  patients  as  require  skillful  medical  and  sur- 
gical treatment,  and  pa}^  for  their  keeping. 

An  examination  of  the  financial  statements  herewith,  is  sufficient 
to  satisfy  all,  that  with  our  present  limited  means,  the  number  of 
cases  treated  must  be  reduced  or  our  resources  increased,  for  al- 
though the  average  cost  per  patient  compares  so  favorably  with  tlie 
best  similar  institutions,  yet  our  expenditures  for  the  past  year  have 
exceeded  our  income  b}^  more  than  five  thousand  dollars.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  patients  of  a  class  heretofore  received  and  treated 
by  lis,  will  therefore  have  to  be  thrown  upon  the  institutions  before 
referred  to,  who  are  required  to  provide  for  them,  or  upon  private 
charity.  We  invite  the  Board  and  citizens  generally  to  a  thorough 
and  full  examination  of  the  Hospital,  as  to  its  adaptabilit}',  con- 
venience and  comfort  for  the  sick  and  suffering,  its  cleanliness,  ven- 
tilation, discipline  and  supplies  of  food  and  nourishment,  and  fear 
no  comparison  with  other  Institutions. 

We  take  pride  in  referring  your  Board  to  the  tabular  state- 
ments of  the  Superintendent,  and  Medical  Stafi".     The  first  showing- 


a  comparison  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  witli  oui-  Hospital  and  tlic 
best  Hospitals  in  the  country,  the  second  niakiiiir  tln'  siuno  conipari- 
son  as  to  the  death  rate ;  in  both  cases  very  creditably  to  our  In- 
stitution. 

In  our  last  luuuial  report  we  stated  that  a  delinite  arran<jement 
had  been  made  with  the  Pennsylvania  Kail  Road  Company,  about 
the  bridiie  to  l)e  erected  across  tiie  rail  road  tracks,  so  as  to  give 
safe  and  easy  access  to  the  Hospital,  and  that  the  same  was  to  be 
completed  on  or  before  November  1st,  1876.  We  regret  to  say  that 
no  progress  has  yet  l)een  made  in  building  tiie  bridge,  l)ut  negotia- 
tions are  now  under  way  with  regard  to  tiie  property  that  will  be 
occupied,  the  grades  necessary,  and  the  requirements  of  the  city 
under  their  contract,  with  the  Kail  Hoad  Company.  We  trust  tiiat 
all  these  arrangements  will  be  satisfactorily  made,  and  the  work 
soon  put  under  contract. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of 
one  of  the  valuable  members  of  this  committee.  Mr.  Alexander 
Speer  departed  this  life  in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness,  and  the  dis- 
charge of  his  various  duties  ;  we  feel  his  loss,  and  fear  the  Board 
will  lind  it  ditlicult  to  supply  the  vacancy',  with  his  equal  in  many 
respects. 

The  Superintendent  and  Matron  have  not  only  faithfully,  but 
tenderly  and  kindly,  discharged  their  duties  during  the  year. 

The  Medical  Start"  have  given  entire  satisfaction,  and  earned  tlie 
commendations  of  the  Board. 

In  conclusion,  we  congratulate  tin-  Board  tiiat  so  nuich  has  been 
clone  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  sick,  iieli)less  and  infirm. 
We  only  wish  it  was  more,  and  our  regret  is  that  instead  of  being 
able  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  benelits  of  the  Institution  to  hundreds 
more,  our  financial  condition  admonislies  us  that  we  must  decrease 
and  diminish,  which  can  only  be  done  by  refusing  to  admit  those 
not  coming  clearly  within  tiie  rules. 

Religious  services  have  been  iuld  during  the  year,  on  Sabbath 
afternoons,  in  one  of  tlu-  large  wards,  where  the  larger  portion  of 
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the  inmates  were  enabled  to  hear  the  gospel  preached  by  clergymen 
of  different  denominations,  to  the  comfort  and  edification  of  man}"- 
souls. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  clergymen  for  their  labor  of  love, 
and  to  the  member  of  this  committee  who  made  the  arrangement, 
from  week  to  week,  for  these  services.

Report  of  Supcrijifendait, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Executive  Committee. 
Gentlemen  : 

The  closing  of  another  year  of  Uo-spital  service,  which 
has  been  attended  with  at  least  the  ordinary  measure  of  successful 
results,  calls  for  more  than  a  formal  expression  of  devout  thankful- 
ness, and  brings  me  to  the  duty  of  presenting  to  you  a  statement  of 
the  operations  ot  the  Hospital  during  tliat  period. 

The  following,  with  aecompanying  tables,  you  will  please  accept 
as  my  report  for  tiie  year  ending  September  30tii,  1.S7G. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  rei)ort,  sevent^'-three  patients  were  occu- 
pying the  different  wards  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  this  number  thirty- 
six  were  male  citizens,  twenty -five  discharged  soldiers,  and  twelve 
females. 

There  were  admitted  during  the  3'ear  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  as  follows  :  male  citizens,  three  hundred  and  nine  ;  discharged 
soldiers,  one  hundred  and  seven  ;  females,  one  hundred  and  forty 
adults,  and  tliree  children  acoompan\-ing  tlieir  mothers.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing  numbers,  there  were  born  in  the  Hospital,  nineteen 
males  and  eighteen  females,  making  an  aggregate  of  six  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  patients  under  the  care  of  the  Institution  during  the  year. 

The  lowest  number  during  the  year  was  sixty-eight,  the  highest 
number  was  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  llie  average  nnndier 
was  eight3'^-one. 

Five  liundred  and  ninety-one  liave  been  discharged  or  died,  and 
at  this  date  there  remain  in  llie  Hospital,  thirty-nine  male  citizens, 
twenty-two  discharged  soliliers,  and  seventeen  females. 
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Of  the  patients  admitted  during  the  3'ear,  ninety-nine  were  pay 
in  full  or  in  part,  and  the  average  time  that  eacli  of  those  patients 
remained  in  the  Hospital  was  tliirty-four  and  twenty-nine  hundredth 
days,  equal  to  maintaining  one  patient  three  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  days. 

The  number  of  discharged  soldiers  under  care  during  the  year, 
was  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  ;  the  average  time  that  they  re- 
mained in  the  Hospital  was  seventy  days,  equal  to  maintaining  one 
patient  nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  days,  or  an  average  of 
twenty-live  soldiers  for  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days.  Of  other 
charity  patients  there  were  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight,  who  remained  in  the  Institution  an  average 
time  of  thirty-eight  days  each,  equal  to  sixteen  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  days  for  one  patient. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  statement  that  out  of  a  total  of 
twenty-nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  days  of  Hospi- 
tal care,  no  less  than  twent3^-live  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight}'^- 
four  were  entirely  exempt  from  pay,  showing  a  daily  average  of 
seventy  free  patients. 

The  total  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  amount  to  twenty-seven 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  and  seven-hundreth  dollars, 
($27,129  07,)  which  includes  a  very  considerable  amount  for  extra- 
ordinary expenses,  and  three  months'  supply  of  flour,  two  months' 
supply  of  potatoes,  and  six  months'  supply  of  ha}',  which  will  be 
used  in  the  incoming  year. 

The  subsistence  of  officers,  employes  and  patients,  costs 
twenty-six  and  eighty  hundreths  cents  per  day,  and  the  gross  cost, 
including  all  expenses,  was  ninety-two  and  sixty-six  hundreth  cents 
per  day  for  each  patient ;  this  latter  amount  may  seem  high,  3'et  it 
will  compare  favorably  with  any  Institution  of  a  similar  character 
either  east  or  west. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  the  Staff  of  riiysicians  and  Surgeons,  and  their 
Assistants,  to  whose  skill  the  Institution  is  so  largely  indebted  for 
its  i)restige. 

To  the  ladies  of  the  Fruit  and  Flower  Charity  we  are  again 
placed  under  many  and  renewed  obligations  for  the  abundance  of 
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good  tilings  runiished  our  paliriils  for  dimuT  and  M4)i)t'r  on  Clirisl- 
raas  and  Thanksgiving  days,  ami  also  for  a  liberal  supply  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  during  tlii-ir  seasons,  all  of  wliich  wt-iv  vt-iy  highly 
a[)preciated. 

I  wish  to  return  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  to  Dr.  Flem- 
ing, Dr.  Jones,  D.  W.  Bell  and  Mrs.  Ueul)en  Miller,  Jr.,  Mrs.  .los. 
lirown,  Mrs.  Howe  and  Mrs.  McCreery,  for  valuable  eontril)utions 
of  miscellaneous  books  and  magazines  ;  and  also  to  Mrs.  Oudry, 
Mrs.  McKee  and  Miss  Elliott  for  very  valuable  contributions  of  old 
linen. 

The  Hospital  is  also  placed  under  renewed  obligations  to  the 
Proprietors  of  the  following  papers,  who  have  continued  to  furnish 
copies  of  their  editions  gratuitously,  and  they  will  please  accept  our 
thanks  for  the  great  favor  conferred  :  Pittsburgh  Gazelle,  Chronicle,

Fifteen  of  the  thirty-seven  returned  as  unimproved  either  eloped 
or  were  discharged  at  tlieir  own  request. 

The  tabular  statements  attached  illustrates  fully  the  extensive 
variety  of  diseases  and  manifold  forms  of  injuries  treated  in  tliis 
Institution,  with  the  i-csults  in  eacli  case. 
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This  list  iiieliidos  two  cast's  of  vcsico-vajrinal  lisiula,  ono  of 
them  of  twenty-two  years  stamlinj,'.  Hy  the  peifonnancc  of  a  sim- 
ple operation  recently  devised  by  our  countryman  J.  Marion  Sims, 
of  New  York  these  two  women  have  I»een  restored  from  a  state  of 
the  most  abject  misery  to  health  and  usefulness,  one  of  them  after 
a  residence  of  three  and  tiie  other  four  weeks  in  the  Hospital. 

Another  very  interestinjj;  case  was  the  removal  of  a  sub-pi-ri- 
toneal  libroid  tumor  of  the  uterus  by  alj<lominal  section.  The  tumor 
was  as  large  as  a  childs  head  at  l)irth.  The  woman  Avas  discharged 
cured,  twenty-four  days  after  the  operation.  We  have  kept  these 
cases  under  ol)servalion  since  their  iliseharge  from  the  llosjjital, 
and  know  that  the  cures  have  remained  complete 

Lithotomy  has  been  twice  successfully  performed. 

The  operation  ol  extraction  of  cataract  lias  been  pc-rfornied 
three  times,  with  good  results  in  all  of  the  cases. 

Thirteen  capital  amputations  have  been  performed  with  three 
deaths,  one  of  tlieni  a  (loul)le  amputation. 

Besides  these,  operations  iiave  l)ei'n  performed  for  lacerated 
perineum,  for  removal  of  female  breast,  for  fistula  in  ano,  for  stric- 
tures, hemorrhoids,  &c.,  &c.,  for  the  results  of  which  we  refer  yon 
to  the  table  of  Surgical  Operations. 

The  necessity  of  removing  a  limb,  besides  l)eing  a  matter  of 
great  regret,  is  also  to  the  Surgeon  something  of  a  humiliation, 
for  it  is  a  confession  on  his  part  that  he  has  not  the  skill  to  save 
the  member.  To  remove  a  shattered  limb  is  an  operation  whicb 
the  merest  tyro  in  surgery  can  perform,  but  to  save  it,  so  that  it 
will  be  useful  to  its  owner,  often  recpiires  the  greatest  skill  and 
l)atience  on  the  part  of  the  surgeon. 

Questions  involving  the  i)ossibility  of  saving  a  limb  are  among 
the  most  dilllcult  which  we  have  to  decide,  and  a  limb  is  never  sacri- 
ficed without  a  consultation  of  the  stalf. 

If  we  err  at  all,  it  is  on  the  side  of  conservatism.  We  could 
point  to  many  patients  discharged  from  this  Hospital,  in  the  full 
possession  of  their  liml)s,  who  under  a  less  conservative  practice, 
would  have  been  maimed  for  life. 
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During  tlie  past  3-eai'  the  operation  for  excision  of  the  elbow 
joint  has  been  performed  on  two  patients  for  a  condition  of  the  joint, 
which  a  few  j-ears  ago  would  have  been  thought  to  warrant  ampu- 
tation. One  of  the  patients  has  been  discharged  with  a  useful  arm, 
j\nd  the  other  still  in  the  Hospital  bids  fair  to  do  as  well. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  fifty-one  deaths  in  the  Institu- 
tion. 

We  refer  3'ou  to  the  following  table,  giving  the  mortality  in 
some  of  the  hospitals  in  London,  Philadelphia  and  New  York.  It 
gives  the  raortalitv  in  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-six  hospital  patients.

These  are  all  General  Hospitals,  which  like  this,  receive  all 
classes  of  cases,  both  medical  and  surgical.  Moreover  they  are 
recognized  by  the  medical  profession  as  being  among  the  best  con- 
ducted Hospitals  in  existence. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  percentage  of  mortality  in  this 
Institution  for  tlie  past  year  compares  favorably  with  these  model 
institutions.  And  when  it  is  stated  that  thirteen  of  the  deaths  Avere 
from  consumption,  that  six  were   either  still  or  premature  births, 
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and  that  three  others  sulVering  Iroui  injuries  were  aclinittc-d  in  a 
moribund  condition,  and  died  witliin  six  hours  from  their  admis- 
sion, it  will  be  seen  that  our  mortality  is  comparatiN'ely  small. 

We  desire,  again,  to  exjjress  our  conlidenee  in  Mr.  Chess,  the 
Superintendent.  Under  iiis  management  the  Hospital  has-been 
greatly^piproved.  Order  and  discipline  have  been  maintained 
among  The  iinnates,  and  witii  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Chess,  the 
Matron,  the  wards  have  been  kept  neat  and  clean,  and  tiie  patients 
treated  kindly. 

To  the  resident  Medical  Otlicers,  Dr.  (^.Mias.  A.  Wishart  and  Mr. 
James  G.  Coiniell,  we  are  under  man}-  obligations.  Tiiey  have  iji-en 
faithful  in  their  attendance,  and  have  uniforndy  carried  out  our 
wishes,  and  when  the  responsibility  of  acting  for  themselves  lias 
occurred,  the}'  have  been  eipial  to  the  emergency. 

To  you,  gentlemen  of  the  IJoard  of  Managers,  we  wish  to 
express  our  high  regard  for  the  confidence  which  you  have  reposed 
in  us. 

Our  suggestions  have  been  patiently  listened  to,  and  when  for 
the  good  of  the  Hospital,  have  usually  been  adoi)tcd. 

In  former  re[)orts  you  have  been  pleased  to  speak  of  our  services 
in  terms  of  commendation.  It  is  our  earnest  endeavor  to  deserve 
your  approval.  Our  labors  for  the  good  of  tlie  Hospital  are  to  us 
a  source  of  tlic  greatest  i)leasurc,  and  are  not  always  unn-wardeil. 
Here  we  are  enabled  to  stud}'  disease  under  advantages  wiiich  can- 
not be  had  in  private  practice.  Here  we  are  enabled  to  put  in  prac- 
tice the  principles  which  we  have  been  taught,  and  here  we  see  exem- 
plified the  many  advantages  and  resources  of  oui-  art. 

We  come  into  close  relation  with  tiie  inmates.  We  become 
acquainted  with  them,  and  get  to  sympathize  with  them  in  their 
wants.  We  learn  from  this  intimate  association  that  it  is  not  always 
the  wicked  and  vicious  who  be(.'ome  objects  of  charity,  l>ut  that 
among  them  we  often  find  those  wlio  would  adorn  any  station  in  life. 

In  giving  permits  it  has  been  oui-  aim  to  select  from  the  crowds 
pressing  for  a«lmission  those  whosr  n»'<-cssities  wen;  the  greatest. 

In  conclusion,  to  the  founders,  contributors  and  managers  of 
this  noble  charity,  in  behalf  of  the  many  who  have  received  its 
benefits;  in  beiialf  of  those  who  are  now  receiving,  or  siiall  in  time 
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to  come  receive  the  shelter  of  its  walls  ;  in  behalf  of  suffering 
humanit}',  past,  present  and  to  come,  we  desire  to  return  thanks. 
When  in  the  silent  watches  of  the  night  you  are  ^^ourselves  the  vic- 
tims of  disease  or  injury,  your  pangs  and  sufferings  will  be  miti- 
gated b}'  the  reflection  that  you  have  furnished  the  means  of 
relieving  for  generations  to  come,  so  long  as  laws  shall  protect  this 
property,  the  pangs  and  sufferings  of  countless  thousands.  And 
for  ages  after  you  have  been  gathered  to  your  fathers  this  stream 
of  3'our  benevolence  will  continue  to  flow  on,  dispensing  health  to 
the  sick,  relief  to  the  agonies  of  the  wounded,  comfort  and  peace 
to  the  dying,  and  to  the  poor  the  greatest  of  all  earthly  consolations 
that  in  the  hour  of  their  extremity  the}"  will  not  be  abandoned  to 
despair.

AiiTiOLE  1.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  free  patients  may  be  made 
daily  at  the  Hospital,  (Sundays  excepted,)  to  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  or  to  one  of  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 

The  patient,  if  able,  should,  in  all  cases,  apply  in  person  ;  if  unable,  to 
•attend,  the  application  may  be  made  b}"  a  friend,  and,  if  necessary,  the 
patient  will  be  visited  by  the  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  who  shall 
•ascertain  wliether  the  ui)plicant  be  a  tit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  can  only  be  obtained  when  free  beds  are  vacant  and  by  a 
^certificate  of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  countersigned  by  a  member  of  tlie 
Committee,  and  addressed  to  the  Sui)erintendent.  Every  applicant  shall 
engage  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  No 
persons  shall  be  admitted  to  free  beds  except  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent 
accidents,  but  no  cases  of  infei;tious  or  contagious  disease,  or  Syphilis,  can  be 
received,  nor  patients  who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  Avithin  three 
months  before  their  application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  tlie  Executive 
■Committee,  nor  can  any  patient  be  retained  longer  tiian  two  months  without 
a  special  vote  of  tlu;  Board. 

AuT.  2.  All  i)ersons  sullering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be 
.received  into  the  Hospital  without  the  usual  forms  of  api)lication. 

AiiT.  3.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  must  be  made 
to  a  member  of  the  Committee,  oii  whose  certificate,  countersigned  ])y  tlie 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  they  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  liy  the  Super- 
intendent, who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee,  shall  take  sueli  securi- 
ties as  may  be  required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance,  in  ordinar}'  cases,  for  private 
rooms  and  general  wards,  shall  be  such  as  the  CoinmittCH'  may  determine. 

Art,  4.  Pay  patients,  by  making  special  arrangements  \\ith  the  Com- 
anittee,  as  well  as  those  sent  by  rail  road  and  other  corporations,  may  be  ad- 
mitted as  boarders,  and  by  conforming  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Institution 
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shall  have  all  its  benefits,  and  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  owa 
Physician  or  Surgeon ;  provided,  they  thoniselves  shall  compensate  said 
Pliysician  or  Surgeon  for  their  services, 

Akt.  5.  Overseers  and  Directors  of  the  Poor,  any  Church,  Order 
Benevolent  Society  or  Corporation,  may  obtain  admission  for  persons  under 
their  care,  provided  that  their  cases  are  such  as  an;  approved  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons.  In  all  such  cases  arrange- 
ments must  be  made  with  the  Committee  for  tlie  paymciiit  of  wiiatever  rate 
of  charge  for  boarding  tliey  have  determined  upon,  and  give  such  security 
for  tlie  IJutliful  |)ayment  of  the  same  as  this  Conmiittee  may  require. 

Akt.  0.  Those  cjvses  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessi- 
tous, urgent,  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of 
being  relieved,  are  to  have  the  preference  in  l)eing  received  as  patients. 

AiiT.  7.  The  following  cases  are  ccmsidered  ineligible  to  the  Institu- 
tion : 

1st.  Those  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of 
relief. 

2d.  Those  wlio  have  complaints  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establish- 
ments have  been  appropriated. 

3d.  Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly,  ob- 
jects of  relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  charity. 

4th.  Patients  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the 
attending  Pliysician  or  Siu-geon,  as  soon  as  possil)le,  that  their  places  may  be 
filled  by  some  other  afflicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circum- 
stances, their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after  being 
admitted,  are  found  to  liave  any  disorder  not  considered  i)roper,  are  to  be 
discharged. 

No  charity  jjatient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except 
upon  the  reconnnendation  of  the  medical  officers  that  a  more  lengthened 
period  will  essentially  conduce  to  the  patient's  health  ;  exceptions  to  this  rule 
are  those  cases  ot  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable.
